SITUATION IN RUSSIA STILL SERIOUS 


Petrograd, Sundaj-, June 3.—Via Loudon.—Sailors from the 
Kronstadt garrison, which recently declared its independence of the 
central government, arrived in Petrograd early this morning with the 
announcement that warships at Kronstadt would come to Petrograd 
immediately and land men to make demands. 


Later it was reported that sail- 


ors had lended at Gutuyeff island 
port of Petrograd, and begun an 
attack. 
A visit to the Gutuyeff 
quarters showed the storj' of the 
landing and attack was untrue. 


However, it was sufficiently alarm- 
ing to provoke intense excitement in 
the city and cause the dispatch to the 
spot of a military force.

iitadt warships and the time passed 
with no such incident the announce- 
ment of the sailors came to be regard- 
ed as merely boastful talk on the part 
of extremists acting in defiance of the 
order.s of Anatole Lemonoff, president 
of the Kranstadt council of workmen 
and soldiers deputies.

Germans Deny the Congress 
was Instigated by the 
Government.

New York, June 4.—Uncle Sam 
is preparing to deal witn the man 
who tries to dodge on registration 
day! 


The man who thinks he can 
quietly disappear from si^^ht has 
had little experience with the Uni- 
ted States 
governmcj.t. 
He has 
forgotten the long trail of records 
he has inevitably left behind him in 
his years of life in a given com- 
munity that Avill give almost in- 
stantly hip correct age to an in- 
vestigating officer, and rr-nder use- 
less the attempt to dodge registra- 
tion. 


In a certain proportion of the 
territory 
of the United States, 
known by the census office as the 
''birth registration area," records 
of the birth of every child are suflPicienfly complete 
and go back far enough for an investigating official 
to check up at once on the slacker who ti-ies to 
dodge registration. 


Where this is not possible, there is a practically 
complete record of the ages of every person who 
has ever gone to the public schools. 
This school 
record extends, of course, to all colleges and uni- 
versitie.s, for those young men who have gone to 
such institutions. A little example in simple addi- 
tion will serve to show Uncle Sam's investigator 
that the young man who left college four years 
ago MUST be within the registration limit«. A sim- 
ilar deduction is possible from the lower school 
statistics. 


Practically every married man in the United 
States has tucked away in an official record in a 
marriage license bureau the little figures which 
show just how.old he is.^^ TheSe are, of course, in- 
stantly-available to government officials. 


Then, too, every man who has taken out a life in- 
surance policy, accident policy, industrial policy, 
has a nice little record cf his real age in the home 
office of his insurance company. These records are 
required by law to be accurately kept, and they are 
also available for public investigation. 


Have you ever tried to get a government .job? 
If so, the United States civil service commission 
has a record of your real age in its files, and the-se 
are right down in Washington, convenient for refer- 
ence. 
Also, the United States labor department 
has a record of the age of every man who has ap- 
plied through the system of United States labor 
exchanges at postoffices for a job. 


In many cases, too, corporations and other em- 
ployers have accurate records of the ages (among

other information) of men who are, or have ')een, 
in their employ. 
This is especially true of rail- 
roads and similar big organizations. 


Possibly, the intending slacker lias at some time 
applied for an automobile or motorcycle license; 
or a license to sell milk; put up a sign; obstruct the 
sidewalk, or a thousand and one things Jor which 
licenses have to be secured from city or county t f- 
ficials. In each case, it is probable that ti e blank 
form which had to be filled out on that occasion, 
contains a record of the applicant's age. 


In many states, laws prescribe age limits for child 
labor, or for night work, and so on, and in these 
cases employers must be careful to ascertain the 
age of applicants for positions, and report them to 
state or city labor bureaus. These record.s will come 
in hiindy for checking up a possible slacker. 


For men who have come into the country as im- 
migrants, and have becomc naturalized citizens, a 
complete age record exists not only in the immi- 
gration bureau of the labor department, but in the 
courts where naturalization was effected. 


There are many other records of a 5:emi-official 
or private character, which Uncle Sam can utilize 
if it becomes necessary. Fi'aternal orders and or- 
ganizations of all kinds; labor union records: mem- 
bership records of clubs and associations, and hun- 
dreds of other sources can be examined. 


The check-up will be made complete by requiring 
men to show registration cards after June 5. The 
only difficulty will be as to men who have just 
pas.sed the age limit of 30, or who are still under 
the limit of 21 years. It is possible that a second 
registration of ALL men in the country may be 
necessary, so that any man without a registration 
card will automatically be known to be a dodger.

GEN: CROWDER EXPLAINS TO SENATE 


Washington, June 4.—Plans of the war department to draft from 
900,000 to 1,500,000 of the ten million who it is estimated will register 
tomorrow for the new army were disclo.sed today by Provost Marshal 
General Crowder to the senate military affairs committee. 
Exemptions, he said, probably 
would result in reducing the num- 
ber to 625,000 men for immediate 
service. 


While the war department had orig- 
inally planned to first select GUO.OOO 
men. General Crowder told the com- 
mittee the plans have been revised .and 
it is now proposed to require «2o,000. 
To secure this number he said it prob- 
ably will be necessary to draft at least 
900,000 and possibly 1,500,000 because 
of expected exemption.s. 


To Fill Up Vacancies. 
General Crowder told the committee 
the additional 125,000 will be needed 
to fill up vacancies in the army of 
500,000 and to keep training- camps in 
continuous operation.

statement to this effect today: 


"All other matters for the time be- 
ing," he said, "will be subordinate to 
the enforcement of the conscription 
ac^. 
Wherever necessary the assist- 
ance of federal, state and local offi- 
cials will be sought. 
The officers and

"Committing magistrates will be ask- 
ed to fix bail as high as may be prac- 
ticable in each case.

Mayor Hosey now urges that the auditorium 
project be put away for the time and that the 
money in the building fund be invested in the 
Liberty Loan bonds of the government. 


It is recognized by the mayor that condi- 
tions in the labor and material markets are 
such as to make an attempt to construct the 
auditorium this year ill-advised, a fa:t that 
this newspaper has sought to impret-s for 
some weeks. Mayor Hosey, however, does not 
limit his objection to building to the fact of 
almost prohibitive costs. He believes that in 
any event the city owes it as a patriotic duty 
to the nation to invest its auditorium fund in 
Liberty Loan bonds. 
We believe the vastly 
greater bulk of the people of Fort Wayne will 
heartily support such a purpose. 


It is certainly the fact that building opera- 
tions ought not to be undertaken with the in- 
lufficient funds in hand and it is equally cer- 
tain that no better use for the city's money 
ean be found than to employ it in aid of the 
government. 


Liberty Loan bonds will pay 0V2 Pt-'^" cent. 
Interest. If the government should later issue 
war bonds bearing a higher rate of interest— 
is it is almost certain the necessity wiD. be— 
the Liberty Loan bonds will be convertible in- 
to the later and more profitable issue. 
When 
the time shall come that it may be wise to go 
ahead with the auditorium the bonds can be 
realized upon. There will be no trouble about 
that. 
Meanwhile, the city in due liino will 
have opportunity to procure a building con- 
forming to original plans—such a building as 
the city needs and expects. 
There likewise 
vàll be offered opportunity to enlarge the site 
by purchase of the remaining portion of the 
Hamilton homestead and thus make the pub- 
lic assembly hall everything it ought to be for 
B city of Fort Wayne's character and size. 


There can be no dissent from the opinions 
Mayor Hosey has stated. 
They have double 
force, for to purchase Liberty Loan bonds will 
support the government and at the sair e time 
will greatly serve the interests of the city. To 
offer to the country the example of a mu- 
nicipal investment of $180,000 in the Liberty 
Loan will have most salutary effect else- 
where. 
It wiir be well calculated to excite 
emulations of it in other cities and may be- 
come itself 
distinctly 
a great 
means 
of 
strengthening the financial position of the gov- 
ernment for the great war that muct be waged. 
But whether or not that prove the case, it will 
be handsomely to the credit of Fort Wayne 
and a high patriotic community action that 
will have good effect on public spirit here and 
everywhere. 


Let the essential steps for the iiive.-ît.ment of 
the auditorium funds in Liberty Loan bonds 
be taken at once. Let this signal example of a 
whole city's patriotism be consummated forth- 
with. It is the thing to do. Jn all patriotic 
activity that has marked Fort Waj'ne's not- 
able part in the preparation for national de- 
fwise Mayor Hosey has displayed prompt in- 
itiation and energetic leadership. In this last 
purpose to put the whole city behind the Lib- 
erty Loan he is bringing his fine services to 
a splendid climax. 


There can be no more cherished incident in 
the. history of Fort Wayne's municipal au- 
ditorium than that this great public enter- 
prise had been made to render a distinguished 
service to the nation in its stress of wai. For 
opportunity to do this, if for no reasons else, 
postponement of the building project is given 
complete justification, but as matters alto- 
gether are now placed the proposal made by 
the. mayor is destitute of objection. 
Let it 
be done—now. 


As Mayor Hosey points out, the Liberty 
Loan bonds will yield a greater percentage of 
interest than the money can yield if deposited 
under the terms of the state laws prescribing 
the useful employment of public funds. 
The 
great gain, however, will be had in the sav- 
ing of money until such a time as it can be 
BUMie to reach somewhat near the length it 
wif ezpeeted^ô g o ^ thing it ôaimot dd |ioir. 


We know of nothing to say that will be a 
help to the man from whose craven spirit 
comes the impulse to be a slacker. We equally 
are at a loss to admonish the man who for rea- 
sons more base if not more despicable designs 
to oppose himself to the law requiring all 
males of the designated age to register for 
army service. 
Counsel will not give courage 
to a coward any more than it can instil pa- 
triotism into a bosom that harbors treason. 
Happily 6f either class the country has not 
many. But there are some who may be ignor- 
ant of the rigors of the conscription law ; a 
few who may be ignorant altogether of the 
law itself. There are still others who choose 
to classify themselves as "conscientious ob- 
jectors." 
There are a great many who are 
not eligible to military service at all. 


To those who are not afraid and are not 
hostile, the counsel is solemnly given to regis- 
ter tomorrow. ^Even the cravens and the hos- 
tiles will be wise to heed it. The law makes 
no exemptions. Every male person in the Uni- 
ted States, not now in the military service 
of the government, who has passed his twenty- 
first year and has not reached his thirty-first 
year, is required to register. The question of 
exemptions will come later, when those who 
by reason of physicial disability or for other 
valid cause cannot be accepted for army serv- 
ice will have fair hearing. 


It should be understood by all that regis- 
tration is not conscription. 
The government 
is merely preparing the rolls of its men of mil- 
itary age. It is the first stop in tho sifting out 
process by which men who are fit for military 
duty and can be spared for miiuaiy duty may 
be ascertained. 
Farther 
along the govern- 
ment will begin the work of conscription Y/ 
selection. 
Then it is that one out of every 
twenty who register tomorrow will be chosen 
for the first array of a half million men. Of 
the myriads who register tomorrow hundreds 
of thousands cannot get into the army, though 
Avholly willing from the highest motives to 
give their country their services in the field. 


It is not the question now who is going to go 
to the front. It is imperative that everybody 
within the limits of age set by the law regis- 
ter his name. The law provides a severe pen- 
alty for failure. No one should incur liability 
to such penalty by reason of doubt, misunder- 
standing or ignorance. There will be no such 
incident of registration if every man past 
twenty-one and under thirty-one will keep in 
mind that he must register. 


With the slackers and the hostiles the gov- 
ernment will have to deal. The law provides 
the way. Those who have conspired to incite 
resistance to the registration and have plotted 
to defeat the ends of the conscription are in 
grave plight. 
Their conduct is treasonable 
and treason in time of war is punishable with 
death. 


We believe that it will be found after to- 


morroAv, the majority of failures to register 
will be in the cases of those Avho have not ap- 
preciated the mandatory character of the law 
and its sweeping provisions to include in the 
enrollment every man of the designated mili- 
tary age. It will be a good and an appreciated 
service to many in every part of the country 
if those who know the drastic quality of the 
law and are interested in the entire success 
of its initial operation will take the pains to 
inform any persons who in ignorance or un- 
der misapprehension may neglect to register. 
A friendly vigilance to this end will be an act 
of patriotism and good will. 


Keep it in mind, all you who are required to 
register, that it will be an act of perhaps cost- 
ly folly or of painful negligence if you fail to 
register tomorrow. 


Register—every man from 21 to 31 register 
—tomorrow. 
Don't count your feet or your 
fingers—don't figure on a loss of hair, recent 
twins, the care of a war garden or any duties, 
limitations, disabilities or embarrassments. 
Register and tell your story, if you ought to 
have exemption, to the military authorities at 
the proper time. 
The duty just now is to 
register and be safe and sensible.

IS RACE PLAYING OUT? 


By J. N. Hurty, Secretary 
of Indiana Board of Health 


Eminent Authority Calls Attention to 
Rejections for the Army and Navy 


The report of the medical reserve 
corps of the United States navy says 
that about 50 per cent of the appli- 
cants to enter the naval service are 
rejected because of physical defects. 
The report shows the first and com- 
monest 
defect 
is 
defective 
vision. 
Fully 35 per cent of the total number 
of rejections are due to this cause. 
It 
Is surprising that the majority of the 
men who are found to have defective 
vision were not aware that they did 
not see correctly. 
Men whd are color- 
blind or who have even slight defect- 
ive vision must be rejected from naval 
service. 
A man who cannot see right- 
ly without the aid of glasses, cannot 
be used in the navy. 
This is because 
glasses are subject to accident such as 
breaking, moisture condenses on them 
and the glare of bright sunshine Is 
blinding. 
The ship and lives of all 
depend greatly upon the eyes of the 
men. 


The second cause of rejection and 
one of the vei-y greatest Importance Is 
-^flat foot. 
It Is surprising the num- 


ber of men who are found to have 
broken-down arches. 
A man with flat 
foot Is useless as far as active naval 
service is concerned for he Is unable 
to perform his work aboard a ship 
where he is constantly on steel decks, 
and when ashore as a member of 
land force he is unable to walk any 
gi-eat distance, and consequently will 
aways be found among the stragglers. 
For entrance into the navy ver^ care- 
ful examination is made of the feet. 


The third and next Important cause 
for rejection is defective teeth. 
Twen- 
ty per cent of the rejections are for this 
cause. 
The minimum 
requirements 
are twenty sound teeth, of which there, 
must be four opposing molars and four 
opposing incisors. 
A peculiar coinci- 
dence noticed by the examining sur- 
geons is the fact that applicants who 
have defective teeth 
almost 
always 
show defective vision. 
This points to 
the possibility that a man 
with 
a 
mouth full of decayed teeth develops 
a poison which is in some way at least 
partially responsible for the condition 
of his eyes. 
Bad teeth are the cause 


of many ills, especially of the pains 
and aches and miserable feelings which 
are 
generally 
called 
"rheumatism." 
Men who have rheumatism are not 
fit for the navy, and rheumatism pa- 
tients are generally the victims of 
their own toxins. 


It is to be noted that these thre« 
prominent causes for rejection for ser- 
vice in the United States navy are pre- 
ventable. 
The defects are generally 
acquired. 
Color blindness is another 
frequent cause for rejection. 
In th© 
navy a man must have perfect color 
perception.- Simetimes it is ncrt color 
blindness but color ignorance. 
It is 
certainly true that color 
ignorance 
should never occur and would not If 
proper instructions had been given in 
the school room. 


To the question, "Is the Caucasian 
playing out?" I would answer no, but 
he is sti-angely neglectful of hygiene 
and the laws of his well-being. He cer- 
tainly will presently see chat vanity, 
apathy, self-indulgence and immoder- 
ation do not lead to health, strength 
and happiness. 


INDUSTRIAL TRUCE NEED 
OF UNITED S T A T E S S A Y S 
A BRITISH LABOR LEADER 


James Henry Thomas is a mem- 
ber of the British parliament and 
head of 
the National 
Union of 
Railwaymen, 
the biggest 
union 
In Great Britain and one of the 
largest In the world. Thomas was 
asked to join the coalition cabinet 
of Great 
Britain, 
but declined. 
He is in this country as member 
of a 
labor 
commission sent by 
Premier Lloyd George to confer 
with labor leaders and capitalists 
and give them the benefit of Eng- 
lish war experiences. 
He also will 
make an extended report to his 
government on what he learned 
here. 


BY JAMES HENRY THOMAS, 
Labor Leader and Member of 
the 
British Parliament. 


The great thing for both American 
labor and 
American 
capital during 
this war will be mutual good will and 
trust. 


Above all, it will be necessary to put 
country, to put the cause for which 
we are 
fighting 
Germany, above ev- 
erything el^e. 


After an extended survey of the sit- 
uation in America, after meeting all 
your 
prominent 
labor 
leaders 
and 
many of your great capitalists, I think 
I can truly say they are displaying 
w h a t you Americans call the get-to- 
gether spirit. 


People are 
constantly asking 
me 
what was done in England. 
In order 
to understand, you must realize that 
the relations between labor and cap- 
ital in our country were very strained 
at the outset of the war. 
I have al- 
ways held that these internal differ- 
ences were 
largely 
responsible for 
Germany's believing that Great Bri- 
tain was a spent force. 
But, happily, 
the war cemented the feeling straight- 
way, and labor recognized, as did cap- 
ital, that whatever might be their dif- 
ferences, they 
were 
nothing 
com- 
parable to their differences with the 
common enemy. 


Therefore, an industrial truce was 
declared. 


That meant that, as far as possible, 
all Industrial disputes should be set- 
tled by peaceful means. 


Capital, therefore, recognized 
that 
labor was a human factor and had to 
be considered. 
Labor recognized the 
necessity of capital. 
Above all, both 


recognized the interest of the state as 
supreme. 


Men and 
women 
worked as they 
never worked before, and, in spite of 
reports to the contrary, there is a bet- 
ter feeling 
existing 
than 
was ever 
previously known. 


Speaking now of what you need in 
America, I would say that unless cap- 
ital and labor pull together, the maxi- 
mum efforts, which are essential, can- 
not be obtained. 


In order to do that, I think the first 
essential is that whatever or wherever 
there is any 
difference, 
both 
sides 
meet frankly and discuss the whole 
situation. 


Differences can only be got over by 
both 
sides 
meeting 
and 
preparing 
frankly to face them. 
But that also 
carires with it an obligation to recog- 
nize that there are two sides to every 
question. 


Having met organized labor in every 
branch o findustry in this country, I 
have no hesitation in saying they are 
readj-, anxious and willing to meet 
capital on a patriotic basis. 
I have 
also had the opportunity of meeting 
the largest 
capitalists 
and find the 
same 
feeling 
expressed. 
Therefore, 
with this desire manifest on both sides, 
I am quite certain there is no diffi- 
culty that could possibly arise but is 
capable of being adjusted. 


What labor In Great Britain most 
resented was that in the early stages 
people were exploiting the war 
for 
their own ends. 
Happily, these con- 
stituted a very small minority, and all 
sections of the people today are guid- 
ed solely by a genuine desire to make 
sacrifices for the common cause. 


In your country the big labor ques- 
tions ofthe 
hour 
are 
whether the 
eight-hour day shall be preserved and 
whether the child labor laws shall be 
set aside. 


One cannot tell what the future may 
bring forth, but I should say that you 
have no reason for doing away with 
your child labor restrictions. 


As to longer hours and higher scales 
of wages—those are things to be dis- 
cussed by representatives of labor and 
capital if your country finds that a 
speeding up of production is needed. 
In that ca.se, as in England, the call 
would be for voluntai-y longer hours 
on the part of labor, and voluntary in- 
ci-eases of pay on the part of capital.

BRITAIN'S EXAMPLE. 


(The Outlook, New York.") 


Whatever may be said as to thu cor- 
poration income tax, we are slad to 
know that the personal income 
tax 
is likely at last to be democratized: 
indeed, the exemption limit, following 
Great Britain's example, might well 
have been placed still lower. 


We have also England's 
example 
with regard to the excess-profits tax, 
but here the e.xample is a caution to 
us. 
The tax recently enacted by con- 
gress proposing a burden of eight per 
cent, of the capital employed, regard- 
less of whether such profits have any 
relation to war conditions or not. is 
unscientific. 
The 
English 
excess- 
profits tax is a burden on business 
during the war only to the 
extent 
that such profits are attributed to tha 
war. To increase such a tax is only 
to emphasize a present injustice. 
B'lt 
this is not all. The suggestion comes 
from the administration that the ex- 
cess-profits tax be made retroactive, 
to apply to the present 
fiscal 
year. 
In addition to the present difficulty of 
collecting such a tax, the plan would 
impose particular hardship, for much 
of the fiscal year's 
income 
lias 
al- 
ready been dispersed, and still more 
is being used as capital for needed 
expansion of business, and could not 
be drawn upon without disorganizing 
present necessary plans. 
It is essen- 
tial that in any 
tax 
considerations 
nothing should be done which would 
Induce 
capital 
to 
go 
into 
hiding, 
which would throw out of employment 
many 
workmen, 
or 
which 
would 
handicap the nation in its business ac- 
tivities.

Washington, D. C.. June 
4.—Ene- 
mies of democracy will strike 
their 
hardest blow on registration day by 
inducing thousands of men throughout 
the country to claim exemption from 
service. 


"Conscientious" objectors will con- 
stitute the most diffcult problem the 
government will have to handle, in the 
belief of officials here who are watch- 
ing developments. 


Activities of federal agents In ar- 
resting antl-reglstration agitators and 
breaking up plots have driven antag- 
onists of tho government to the less 
dramatic, but perhaps more serious 
action, of claiming exemptions. 


It Is the aim to Induce young men 
to name on their registration blanks 
some ground for exemption—chiefly 
conscientious objection, whether there 
Is any real ground for such exemption 
not being considered. 


Out of this action seems sure to come 
a mass of trouble for the government 
—trouble that will create endless work, 
friction and delay. 


Exemption boards will be compelled 
to give days and perhaps weeks to con- 
sidering these objections, holding back 
the building of the army of democracy 
by just that much. 


It Is a peculiar feature-of the cam- 
paign against democracy's new army 
that those most vehement In their ef- 
forts to hamper It are those who In the 
past have sought to convince the coun- 
try that they were democracy's most 
ardent champions. 
Chief of these or- 
ganizations 
In point of 
numbers 
is 
probably the socialist party. 


Information already at hand shows 
that aside from all those who may de- 
liberately violate the law, there will 
be many who will violate It by reason 
of not knowlhg there Is such a law. 


In the hills of South Carolina, the 
sparsely settled northern woods of the 
middle west, the mountain and desert 
regions of the extreme west—and even 
In the most densely populated district 
In the country in New York—there are 
hundreds who do not know there Is 
such a law. and some who do not even 
know the nation Is at war.

the right age to register for service in 
accordance with the new law for .se- 
lective conscription." 


"Uncle Harry," said Joe, "what is 
selective conscription?" 


"Those are two big words, my boy, 
which simply mean that the govern- 
ment has the right to do with its popu- 
lation in time of war what it has the 
undoubted right to do with its muni- 
tion factories, its money, its crops and 
its other resources, that Is to select the 
best and use it in the best manner for 
the good of the whole country. 


"It is a very wise and proper thing 
to do. The word conscription means— 
What does it mean. Joe? 
Look in the 
dictionary." 
And Joe turned over the 
pages of the dictionary until he came 
to "con" and read: 
"Conscription—a 
compulsory enrollment of men" for mil- 
itary or naval service." 


"You see," said Uncle Harry, "it dif- 
fers from voluntary enlistment becau?o 
the government has the right to take 
the men and use them for any purpose 
it may deem best. All men between the 
ages of twenty-one and thirty are com- 
pelled to register and they will be as- 
signed to the kind of work they can 
best do. 
Of course, all crippled, we^k, 
deformed and mentally unsound men 
will be rejected, but it does not mean 
that all those young men who are fit- 
ted to serve their country will be sent 
to the front. Many of them will render

building, 
farming, railroading, etc., and

As a preliminary statement, alons 
which line Prof. Stockton expects to 
build his final report to the university 
heads as the basis of starting a better 
food distribution

lowing report on "Fort Wayne's Publio 
Market:" 


"Cities have given nearly all their 
attention 
to getting 
new 
industries. 
They ha%-e paid little attention to bet- 
tering the food supply of their citizens. 
During the world war it will be espe- 
cially necessary to organize local m a r - 
keting conditions as a benefit to t h e 
distressed public. 


"The Fort Wayne market does not 
appear to be a success. 
It is evident 
ihat prices are no lower than a t t h e 
retail groceries. 
The dealers on the 
market agree on common prices, I a m 
told. 
There is no effective competi- 
tion. 


"Except for the wider choice of pro- 
duce and the freshness thereof, the 
purchasers might as well trade at the 
retail stores which perform deliveries, 
extend credit and receive oi-ders by 
telephone. 
The advantages 
of 
the 
Fort Wayne m a r k e t seem to lie almost 
entirely with the farmers. 


"The middle man's profit should be 
.split between the grower-dealer 
and 
the consumer under correct 
m a r k e t 
conditions. 
In Fort Wayne the gar- 
deners refuse to m a k e concessions. 


No Real Comi)etition. 


"If 
real competition 
could be se- 
cured the city, which spent $20,000 In 
building 
its market, 
should 
receive 
some 
returns 
in lower 
prices. 
I n 
many cities the price agreements, such 
as I learn you have here, have been 
broken up by enforcement of city laws 
which prohibit price agreements. 
I n 
one of these cities the marketmaster 
is instructed to take away the license 
of each gardener he finds trj'ing t o ' 
fix prices. 
After a penalty of this sort, 
has been inflicted a few times. It in- , 
jures the combination. 
This practice 
is recommended in Fort Wayne as t h e . 
first 
step in bettering m a r k e t condi- ! 
tions.

low. 
I 
also 
learn

farmers find some objection to closing 
the market promptly at 1 o'cloclc, es-

Grocers should not be allowed 
to lease stalls on the market. If It 
could be prevented. 


"Gardeners givo as one reason for 
the high prices that they must spend 
much of their valuable time on the 
market. 
If 
this is the case, 
m a n y 
of them could be saved the time by the 
adoption of terminal wholesale m a r - 
kets. 
This plan is being worked out 
in several eastern cities. 
Such whole- 
sale markets a r e conducted by city 
employes In some cases. 
The large 
profits of the private commission m e n 
Is thus reduced. 
In a growing city 
like Fort Wayne, with adequate inter- 
urban and 
shipping 
facilities, thia 
plan is worth considering. 


Says Expert Is Needed. 
It seems as if the cities of Indiana 
have left the market question to t a k e 
care of Itself. 
There should be an ex- 
pert market commissioner, paid by t h e 
city government, to preside over t h e 
markets in such cities as Indianapolis 
and Fort Wayne.

for his failure. 


Mamaux does not dissipate, in the way 
fective pitchers in the league this year. 
But 22 years old, there is no reason why 
he should not be better than last year, if 
he takes proper care of himself. 


Mamaux does not dissiptate, in the -way 
dissipation 
is generally 
regarded. 
He 
does not drink nor does he ordinarily keep 
late hours. 


But Mamaux eats anything any time 
and uses no judgment !n his selection of 
the food. He is just as likely to make a 
night of lobster and ice cream as not and 
he eats much candy and rich foods which 
threaten to ruin his digestive organs. 


The change in Mamaux's pitching is told 
in the figures. 


He has worked in five games this year 
and lost all of them, two to Cincinnati, 
two to St. Louis and one to Chicago. He 
did not work in a full game on the eastern 
trip and was not effective when he was 
started. He has allowed a fraction under 
five earned runs per game this year. 


In 1916 Mamaux won 21 and lost 15 
games and allowed 2.53 earned runs per 
game. In 1915 he won 21 and lost 8 games, 
allowing 2.03 earned runs per game. 


If Mamaux eats himself out of baseball 
he will be following the example of Elmer 
Flick, who ruined his stomach by heaATT 
eating, and was forced to give up what 
might have been a 
promising 
baseball 
career.

New York, June 4.—Uncle Sam 


is preparing to deal witri'the man 
•who tries to dodge on registration 
day! 


The man who thinks he can 


quietly disappear from sirht has 
had little experience with the Uni- 
ted States government. He has 
forgotten the long trail of records 
he has inevitably left behind him in 
his years of life in a given com- 
munity that will give almost in- 
stantly his correct age to an in- 
vestigating officer, and rr-nder use- 
less the attempt to dodge registra- 
tion. 


In a certain proportion of the 


territory of the United States, 
known by the census office as the 
"birth registration area," records 
of the birth of every child are sufficiently complete 
and go back far enough for an investigating official 
to check up at once on the slacker who tries to 
dodge registration. 


Where this is not possible, there is a practically 


complete record of the ages of every person who 
has ever gone to the public schools. This school 
record extends, of course, to all colleges and uni- 
versities, for those young men who have gone to 
such institutions. A little example in simple addi- 
tion will serve to show Uncle Sam's investigator 
that the young man who left college four years 
ago MUST be within the registration limits. A sim- 
ilar deduction is possible from the lower school 
statistics. 


Practically every married man in the United 


States has tucked away in an official record in a 
marriage license bureau the little figures -which 
show just how old he is. These are, of course, in- 
stantly available to government officials. 


Then, too, cx-ery man who has taken out a life in- 


surance policy, accident policy, industrial policy, 
has a nice little record of.his real age in the home 
office of'his insurance company. These records arc 
required by law to be accurately kept, and they are 
also available for public investigation. 


Have you ever tried to get a government, job? 


If so, the United States civil service commission 
has a record of your real age in its files, and these 
are right dov/n in Washington, convenient for refer- 
ence. Also, the United States labor department 
has a record of the age of every man who has ap- 
plied through the system of United States labor 
exchanges at postoffiees for a job. 


In many cases, too, corporations and other em- 


ployers have accurate records of the ages (among 


other information) of men who are, or have ">een, 
in their employ. This is especially true of rail- 
roads and similar big organizations. 


Possibly, the intending slacker has at some time 


applied for an automobile or motorcycle license; 
or a license to sell milk; put up a sign; obstruct the 
sidewalk, or a thousand and one things for which 
licenses have to be secured from city or county rf- 
ficials. In each case, it is probable that tl'C blank 
form which had to be filled out on that occasion, 
contains a record of the applicant's age. 


In many states, laws prescribe age limits for child 


labor, or for night work, and so on, nnd in these 
cases employers must be careful to ascertain the 
age of applicants for positions, and report them to 
state or city labor bureaus. These re<:ords will come 
in handy for checking up a possible slacker. 


For men who have come into the country as im- 


migrants, and have become naturalized citizens, a 
complete flge record exists not only in the immi- 
gration bureau of the labor department, but in the 
courts where naturalization was effected. 


There arc many other records of a semi-official 


or private character, which Uncle Sam can utilize 
if it becomes necessary. Fraternal orders nud or- 
ganizations of all kinds; labor union records; mem- 
bership records of clubs and associations, and linn-' 
dreds of other sources can be examined. 


The check-up will be made complete by requiring 


men to show registration cards after June 5. The 
only difficulty will be as to men who have just 
passed the age limit of :!0, or who are still under 
the limit of 21 years. It is possible that a second 
registration of ALL men in the country may be 
necessary, so that any man without a registration 
card will automatically be known to be a dodger.

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WISE AND PATRIOTIC. 


' Mayor Hosey now urges that the auditorium 
project be put away for the time and that the 
money in the building fund be invested in the 
Liberty Loan bonds of the government. 


It is recognized by the mayor that condi- 


tions in the labor and material markets are 
«uch as to make an attempt to construct the 
auditorium this year ill-advised, a fa-:t that 
this newspaper has sought to impress for 
some weeks. Mayor Hosey, however, docs not 
limit his objection to building to the fact of 
almost prohibitive costs. He believes that in 
any event the city owes it as a patriotic duty 
to the nation to invest its auditorium fund in 
Liberty Loan bonds. We believe the vastly 
greater bulk of the people of Fort Wayne will 
heartily support such a purpose. 


It is certainly the fact that building opera- 


tions ought not to be undertaken with the in- 
sufficient funds in hand and it is equally cer- 
tain that no better use for the city's money 
can be found than to employ it in aid of the 
•government. 


Liberty Loan bonds will pay Wz per cent. 


"We know of nothing to say that will be a 


help to the man from whose craven spirit 
comes the impulse to be a slacker. We equally 
are at a loss to admonish the man who for rea- 
sons more base if not more despicable designs 
to oppose himself to the law requiring all 
males of the designated age to register for 
army service. Counsel will not give courage 
to a coward any more than it can instil pa- 
triotism into a bosom that harbors treason. 
Happily of either class the country has not 
many. But there are some who may be ignor- 
ant of the rigors of the conscription law; a 
few who may be ignorant altogether of the 
law itself. There are still others who choose 
to classify themselves as "conscientious ob- 
jectors." There are a great many who are 
not eligible to military service at all. 


To those who are not afraid and are not 


hostile, the counsel is solemnly given to regis- 
ter tomorrow. Even the cravens and the hos- 
tiles will be wise to heed it. The law makes 
no exemptions. Every male person in the Uni 
ted States, not now in the military service 
of the government, who has passed his twenty- 
first year and has not reached his thirty-firsi 
year, is required to register. The "question o: 
exemptions will come later, when those who 
by reason of physicial disability or for othei 
valid cause cannot be accepted for army serv- 
ice will have fair hearing. 


It should be understood by all that regis 


tration is not conscription. The governmen 
is merely preparing the rolls of its men of mil 
itary age. It is the first stop in the sifting ou 
process by which men who are fit for military 
duty and can be spared for military duty maj 
be ascertained. Farther along the govern 
ment will begin the work of conscription r/ 
selection. Then it is that one out of even 
twenty who register tomorrow will be chosei 
for the first army of a half million men. 0 
the myriads who register tomorrow hundred; 
of thousands cannot get into the army, thoug 
wholly willing from the highest motives t 
give their country their services in the field. 


It is not the question now who is going to g 


j to the front. It is imperative that everybod 
within the limits of age set by the law regi* 


Interest. If the government shoulo later issue 
*ar bonds bearing a higher rate of interest— 
is it is almost certain the necessity will be— 
the Liberty Loan bonds will be convertible in- 
to the Inter and more profitable issue. When 
Ihe time shall come that it may be wise to go 
ahead with the auditorium the bonds can b<; 
realized upon. There will be no trouble about 
that. Meanwhile, the city in due !inu; will 
have opportunity to procure a building con- 
forming to original plans—such a building ns 
the city needs and expects. There likewise 
will be offered opportunity to enlarge the site 
by purchase of the remaining portion of the 
Hamilton homestead and thus make the pub

Eminent Authority Calls Attention to 
Rejections for the Army and Navy 


The report of the medical reserve 
orps of the United States navy says 
hat about 50 per cent of the appli- 
ants to enter the naval service are 
Jected because of physical defects. 
he report shows the first and com- 
lonest defect is defective vision. 
ully 35 per cent of the total number 
f rejections are due to this cause. It 


surprising tnat the majority of the 
en who are found to have defective 
Ision ivere not aware that they did 
ot see correctly. Men who are color- 
lind or who have even slight defect- 
ve vision must be rejected from naval 


rvice. A man who cannot see right- 


y without the aid of glasses, cannot 
e used in the navy. This is because 
lasses are subject to accident such as 
ireaking, moisture condenses on them 
and the glare of bright sunshine Is 
illndlng. 
Tho ship and lives of all 


lepend greatly upon the eyes of the 
men. 


The second cause of rejection and 


one of the very greatest importance is 
—flat foot It is surprising the num- 


ber of men who are found to have 
broken-down arches. A man with flat 
foot is useless as far as active naval 
sen-Ice Is concerned for he is unable 
to perform his work aboaud a ship 
where he is constantly on steel decks, 
and when ashore as a member of a 
land force he Is unable to walk any 
great distance, and consequently will 
aways be found among the stragglers. 
For entrance Into the navy very care- 
ful examination is made of the feet. 


The third and next important cause 


for rejection is defective teeth. Twen- 
ty per cent of the rejections are for this 
cause. 
The minimum requirements 


are twenty sound teeth, of which there 
must be four opposing molars and four 
opposing incisors. 
A peculiar coinci- 


dence noticed by the examining sur- 
geons is the fact that applicants who 
have defective teeth almost 
always 


show defective vision. This points' to 
the possibility that a man with 
mouth full of decayed teeth develops 
a poison which is in some way at least 
partially responsible for the condition 
of his eyes. 
Bad teeth are the cause 


of many ills, especially of the pains 
and aches and miserable feelings which 
are generally called 
"rheumatism." 


Men who have rheumatism are not 
fit for the navy, and rheumatism pa- 
tients are generally the victims of 
their own toxins. 


It is to be noted that these three 


prominent causes for rejection for ser- 
vice In the United States navy are pre- 
ventable. 
The defects are generally 


acquired. 
Color blindness IB another 


frequent cause for rejection. In the 
navy a man must have perfect color 
perception. Simetimes it is not color 
blindness but color Ignorance. It is 
certainly true that color Ignorance 
should never occur and would not If 
proper instructions had been given ^ln 
the school room. 


To tWe question. "Is the Caucasian 


playing out?" I would answer no, but 
he Is strangely neglectful of hygiene 
and the laws of his well-being. He cer- 
tainly will presently see that vanity, 
apathy, self-indulgence and immoder- 
ation do not lead to health, strength 
and happiness.

Thomas was 
asked to join the coalition cabinet 
of Great Britain, but declined. 
He is in this country as member 
of a labor commission sent by 
Premier Lloyd George to confer 
with labor leaders and capitalists 
and give them tho benefit of Eng- 
lish war experiences. He also will 
make an extended report to his 
government on what he learned 
here.

The great thing for both American 


labor and American 
capital during 


this war will be mutual good will and 
trust. 


Above all. It will bo necessary to put 


country, to put tho cause for which 
we are fiehtinK Germany, above ev- 
erything else. 


After an extended survey ot the sit- 


uation in America, nftcr meeting all 
your prominent labor lenders and 
many of your great capitalists, I think 
I can truly nay they are displaying 
what you Americans call the get-to- 
gether spirit. 


People arc constantly asking me 


what was done In England. In order 
to understand, "you must realize that 
the relations between labor and cap- 
ital In our country were very strained 
at the outset of tho war. I have al- 
ways held that thrse internal differ- 
ences were 
largely 
responsible for 


Germany's believing that Great Bri- 
tain was a spent force. But. happily, 
tho war cemented tho feeling straight- 
way, and labor recognized, as did cap- 
ital, thnt whatever might be their dif- 
ferences, they 
were 
nothing com- 


parablo to their differences with the 
common enemy. 


Therefore, an Industrial truco was 


declared. 


That meant thnt, as far as possible, 


all industrial disputes should bo set- 
tled by peaceful means. 


Capital, therefore, recognized that 


labor was a. human factor and had to 
be considered. 
Labor recognized the 


necessity of capital. 
Above all. both 


recognized the interest of the state as 
supreme. 


Men and women worked as they 


never worked before, and, in spite of 
reports to the contrary, there Is a bet- 
ter feeling 
existing than 
was ever 


previously known. 


Speaking now. of what you need in 


America, I would say that unless cap- 
ital and labor pull together, the maxi- 
mum efforts, which are essential, can- 
not be obtained. 


In order to do that. I think the first 


essential is that whatever or wherever 
there is any 
difference, 
both sides 


meet frankly and discuss the whole 
situation.

speeding up ot production is needed. 
In that case, as in England, the call 
would be for voluntary longer hours 
on the part of labor, and voluntary In- 
creases of pay on the part of capital.

. "Uncle Harry." said Joe. "what is 


selective conscription?" 


"Those are two big words, my buy, 


which simply mean that the govern- 
ment has the right to do with its popu- 
lation in time of war what it has tho 
undoubted right to do with Its muni- 
tion factories. Its money, its crops and 
its other resources, that is to select the 
best and use it in the best manner for 
the good of the whole country. 


"It is a very wise and proper thing 


to do. Tho word conscription means— 
What does it mean. Joe? Look In the 
dictionary." And Joe turned over the 
pages of the dictionary until he camu 
to "con" and read: "Conscription—a 
compulsory enrollment of men for mil- 
itary or naval service." 


"You see," said Uncle Harry, "it dif- 


fers from voluntary enlistment becauto 
the government has the right to take 
the men and use them for any purpose 
It may deem best. All men between the 
ages of twenty-one and thirty are com- 
pelled to register and they will be «s- 
slgned to the kind of work they can 
best do. Of course, all crippled, weak, 
deformed an<I mentally unsoupd men 
will be rejected, but it does not mean 
that all those young men who are fit- 
ted to serve their country will be s»nt 
to the front. Many of th«m will render 
more valuable service In manufactur- 
ing war material, clothing and food for 
tho army and navy, ship bulMlnir. 
farming, railroading, etc.. and these 
will be relieved from going to the front 
and will do more valuable work at 
home supporting those who do fight. 


"Under tho old \-oiunteer system no- 


body could bo taken to servo the gov- 
ernment unions he asked to go—in 
short—offered his services. Then only 
those who were not fit to go. because 
of deformity, sickness or some such 
reason, were weeded out and tho Iwil- 
ance wore drilled Into soldiers. It. wan 
highly creditable In these men to of- 
fer their services, but men who would 
have made better soldiers did not go 
and the government couldn't take 
them." 


"Well, but Uncle Harry," said Jim- 


my, "didn't the volunteers fight well In 
the war of tho Rebellion?" 


"Yes and no," said Uncle Harry. "It 


takes a long time to turn a green, re- 
cruit or 'rookie,' as ho Is called, Into 
a good and efficient soldier.

mand the first troops to be sent over 
and these troops are to be regulars, 
fully capable of giving a good account 
of themselves and to 
render great 


service in tho field. With the Im- 
mense resources our country has In 
the way of bread stuffs, munitions of 
war. arms factories, ship yards and 
supplies of all kinds, with almost un- 
limited money back of all these and a 
superb navy manned by gallant and 
able seamen with a trained army of 
veteran soldiers which 'can

WAR TAX BILL 


TO NEW SHAPE 


Washington, June 4.—Its work of 


redrafting the war revenue bill vir- 
tually finished, the senate finance com- 
mittee today resumed consideration of 
the measure's section providing for j 
taxes on newspapers and magazines. 
The committee was expected to decide 
upon a two per cent, tax on all ad- 
vertising to raise about $15.000,000. 
Representatives of the publishers, at 
conferences with members of the com- 
mittee, are opposed to postage In- 
crease. 


The revised bill probably will be 


presented to the senate Thursday and 
Friday and be pressed for prompt con- 
sideration. It is expected the bill will 
provide for authorization of a billion 
dollar bond issue for the flrst year of 
•war in addition to the $1,500,000,000 
revenue provided in the bill and bond 
Issues previously 'authorized.

of the new bonds probably would be 
short term Issues.

of the state university, spent the 
greater part of the day Friday in Fort 
Wayne. He held a conference wtth 
Mayor W. J. Hosey and other city olH- i 
dais connected In any way with the 
city market. Prof. Stockton IB taking 
tho preliminary steps for a movement 
coming from Indiana university to bet- 
ter distribute the Indiana food supply.

lowing report on "Fort Wayne1* Public 
Market:" 
"Cities have given nearly all'their 


attention to getting new Inductile*. 
They have paid little attention to bet- 
tering tho food supply of their, citizen*. 
During tho world war it will be espe- 
cially necessary to organize local mar- 
keting conditions as a benefit to the 
distressed public. 


"The Fort Wayne market doe* not 


appear to bo a success. It Is evident 
that prices aro no lower than at the 
retail groceries. The dealers on the 
market agree on common prices, I am. 
:old. 
There Is no effective competi- 


tion.Except for the wider choice of pro- 
luce and the freshness thereof, the 
purchasers might as well trade at the 
•etall stores which perform dellverle*. 
extend credit and receive orders by 
telephone. 
The advantages of the 


Kort Wayne market seem to lie almost 
entirely with the farmers. 


•The middle man's profit should b» 


split between the grower-dealer and 
the consumer under correct market 
conditions. 
In Fort Wayne the gar- 


dcncrs refuse to make concession*. 


No Real Competition. 


'If real competition could be *e- 


cured tho city, which spent $20.000 In 
building its market, should receive 
some returns in lower prices. 
In 


many cities the price agreements, *uch 
as I learn you have here, have been 
broken up by enforcement of city lawa. 
which prohibit price agreements. 
In 


one of these cities the marketmaster 
is Instructed to take away the license 
of each gardener he finds trying, to| 
fix prices. After a penalty of this sort i 
has been inflicted a few times. It la-; 
jures tho combination. This practice 
is recommended In Fort Wayne as the' 
first step in bettering market oondi-1 
tions.Fort Wayne market fees are com- 
paratively low. I also learn that 
farmers find some objection to closing 
the market promptly at 1 o'clock, es- 
pecially on Saturdays. 
I believe It 


would be wise to prevent grocers buy- : 
Ing on the market 
earlier than 9 


o'clock. 
This would not prevent 


farmers from 
selling direct to tho 


stores. Grocers should not be allowed 
to lease stalls on the market. If It 
could be prevented. 


"Gardeners give as one reason for 


the high prices that they must spend 
much o£ their valuable time on the 
market. 
It this is the case, many 


of them could be saved the time by the 
adoption of terminal wholesale mar- 
kets. This plan is being worked out 
in several eastern cities. Such whole- 
sale markets are conducted by city 
employes in some cases. The large 
profits of the private commission men 
is thus reduced. In a growing city . 
like Fort Wayne, with adequate inter- 
urban and 
shipping facilities, this 


plan is worth considering. 


Says Expert Is Needed. 


"It seems as if the cities ot Indiana 


have left the market question to take 
care of itself. There should be an ex- 
pert market commissioner, pald..by the 
city government, to preside over the 
markets in such cities as Indianapolis 
and Fort Wayne. A vigorous market- 
Ing policy could then be enforced. 


"Richmond is starting the plan of 


buying food 
as a corporation and 


stocking the market at a cheaper 
rate. This system may be sporadic. 
The city must take note that It doe* 
not buy and sell at a loss. 


"In conclusion, I would like to state 


that the people of Fort Wayne can do 
more good on the marketing question 
than anybody else if they -will study 
the local conditions and try to work 
out a remedy. The grocers, commis-

All, Comforts of 


Home Will Be Provided 
in Busy Soldier Cities- 
Health and Contentment 
to Produce "Pea" in 
Preparation. 


(By HARRY B. HUNT.) 


Washington, D. C., May 31.—Not 


all the comforts of home, but most 
of them will be provided by Uncle 
Sam for the armies he Js to train this 
fall and winter for our war with Ger- 
many. 


Instead of improvising concentra- 


tion camps, and rushing the selection 
of the first 500,000 men to be raised 
under the new universal service act, 
no men are to be called until canton- 
ments can be built to provide com- 
fortable and sanitary housing condi- 
tions for them during training. 


Few appreciate the magnitude of 


this task. There are to be thirty-two 
cantonments—one for each of thirty- 
two army divisions. 


An army division consists of nine 


regiments of Infantry, one brigade of 
artillery, one cavalry regiment, one en- 
gineer regiment, signal field battalion, 
aviation 
squad, medical corps and 


sanitary squad, in all some 28,000 men. 


The proposition, then, is one of 


building for thirty-two cities of 28,- 
000 population each, with not only 
barracks, mess halls and lavatories for 
the men, but stables, gunsheds, am- 
munition depots, hospitals, amusement 
halls, schools, storehouses and other 
necessary buildings. 


Even with the most compact ar- 


rangement possible, where the site is 
•uch a* to nerm.it an ideal jzrouDin* of 


buildings, each city would cover 780 
acres. 


On the theory that an efficient army 


will depend on wholesome conditions 
at training camps and that quickness 
with which men can be whipped into 
shape for real war work will depend 
on zeal inspired by knowledge that the 
government is doing its part toward 
preserving the health 
and primary 


comforts of the men, army officials de- 
clare the slight delay due to building 
cantonments will be more than made 
up by the additional pep with which 
trainltuc can be carried on. 


"These cantonments will not only 


stimulate the morale of the army dur- 
ing the period of training," says Capt. 
William H. Oury, who 1ms had a large 
part in working out the plans, "but 
they will ease the anxiety of mothers 
and relatives as to conditions under 
which the boys must train. 


"There will be a separate barrack 


building for each company, each bar- 
racks accommodating about ISO men. 


"Adjoining each company barracks 


will be a mesa hall and kitchen, where 
food will be cooked and meals oaten 
Each company will have ita own lava- 


tory, equipped with 
and shower baths. 


"The 
camps 
will 
be 
sewered, 


drained .and lighted, and no effort 
spared to make them sanitary. 


"In addition 
to living 
quarters, 


which will be lined with paper or 
plaster board and weatherproof, there 
will be a school and assembly build- 
ing at each cantonment, and arrange- 
ments will be made for amusements 


in hours off drill. There will be a post 
exchange, where small articles can be 
purchased 'on chit.' "

rather than camps for the new armies 
resulted not only from knowledge that 
more comfortable quarters would thus 
be provided,, but from the practical im- 
possibility of securing sufficient tent- 
ace.

of $15,000,000. 


Washington. June 4.—After several 


hours discussion of how newspapers, 
magazines and other publications shall 
be taxed for war purposes the senate 
finance committee today adopted a 
resolution against increasing second- 
class postage rates and in favor of 
levying a direct fiat two per cent, up- 
on advertising. The decision was ten- 
tative but is expected to be final. 


Only one member of the committee 


voted against the resolution. 
Chair- 


man Simmons announced that the vote 
was merely to Rain a concrete expres- 
sion of committee sentiment and to 
that extent was tentative and is open 
to further reconsideration. Other sen- 
ators, however, stated that with such 
an overwhelming vote it was believed 
that the two per cent, advertising tar 
finally would, be adopted. Revenue of 
$15.000.000 is estimated. 


In voting on the advertising tax 


question the committee considered but 
postponed a decision upon exempting 
newspapers and 
other 
publications 


whose annual advertising receipts are 
less than $2.000.
